Admi sion of Kansas. 

The opposition are loudly proclaiming that the 
Emusk bill for the admission of Kansas offers a 
bribe in public lands, to induce the people to ac- 
cept the Lecompton Constitution. Such is not 
the fact. It proposes to give the new State only 
about onq-fourth the quantity of lands given by 
the ordinance which accompanied the Constitution. 
This is certainly a strange sort of way in which to 
bribe people! 

Again, it is contended by the Black Republicans, 
that the friends of the Administration were in- 
consistent in voting for the unqualified admission 
of Kansas with the Lccompton Constitution, and 
afterward voting ior the English proposition. — 
There is no inconsistency about it. Both the 
Sen-ife bill and the English bill admit Kansas 
with bbe Lecompton Constitution without submitt- 
ing it 'ito a rote of the people. Congress does 
not interfere with the question and direct that the 
Constitution shall be submittted, as the Critten- 
den amiendment provided. The Constitution 
haring be*en regularly made and presented to Con- 
gress, neitfherthe Senate nor Enolish bill makes 
any provision for its submission to the people; 
and in this respect both bills maitain the vital 
principle <if non-intervention by Congress, with 
questions relating to slavery in the Territories — 
It wu very different, however, with the Critten- 
den bill, for which every Black Republican in Con- 
gress voted. That bill intervened and required 
the people again to vote on the question which 
the people of the Territory had already settled in 
their own way in the Lecompton Constitution.— 
It moreover could, in a certain contingency, have 
required Congress to accept even the odious To- 
peka Coe igkitution itself. 

The EnAjsh bill simply reduces the amount of 
land bowfitv offered to Kansas, and, having 
rhangednhe land ordinance which accompanied 
the Lefcompton Constitution, in this respect only, 
varied Jlhe terms upon which Kansas had asked 
admission into the Union. It was but fair and 
just, (that the change in the terms thus made by 
Congress, should be submitted to the people of 
Kane** for their acceptance or rejection. There 
was nothing obligatory on Congress to give 
the proposed new State an acre of land. She 
modestly asked, in her proposition accompanying 
her 'constitution, 23,582,160 acres, worth $29,490,- 
200. Congress concluded to disallow her claim, 
and accordingly the English bill offers her about 
20,000,000 of acres less, making a difference of 
about $25,000,009. 

The English bill then fallows a vote to be ta- 
ken upon this change of terms— and if not accept- 
ed by the people makes the further condition 
that the rejection of the proposition of Congress 
shall be evidence that the people are not willing 
to oome into the Union upon the terms proposed; 
and in that event, the bill further establishes the 
principle contained in Quitman’s resolution, which 
has met with such universal favor throughout the 
eountrv that the Territory shall not be admitted 
until it has a sufficient population to entitle it, 
according to the ratio of representation, to one re- 
presentative in Congress. 

If, on the other hand, the proposition embodied 
in Enolish’s bill is accepted by the people of Kan- 
sas, the State is at once admitted, and it will of 
coarse remain with the people of Kansas after 
that event to determine for themselves a- to future 
rhanges and alterations of their constitution, with- 
out outside interference from any quarter. 

Upon the whole the English bill suits us ex- 
actly, and if w« were to follow the example of 
some of our opponents, we should be clapping our 
hands and halloing for English and lauding him 
as the Groat Pacifioattr. Mr. Crittenden's 
friends had not got out of the woods before they 
had the mantle of the great Clay upon him. His 
scheme proved a failure and the credit of com- 
promising the question belongs te another. Eng 
lish may be ridiculed by the opposition, but his 
plan of settling the Kansas difficulty proved suc- 
cessful, and whether he be a great mau or not, oj> 
•the great pacificator or not, or whether the innn- 
rtle of Mr. Ci.at or any other man living, or dead 
,rests on his shoulders or not, it matters not /c the 
country.

"Come back, Stephen.” 

Mr- Editor — We have been amused, as well 
as edified, by a hasty perusal of the “Report of 
the City Clerk” to the Mayor and City Council, 
which shows how things have been conducted in 
our model town for the past seven years. Every 
inhabitant of the city should give the document a 
careful, if not prayerful, consideration. 

It seems that the city fathers have been dealing, 
on city account, in almost everything known to 
the catalogue of varieties, from hotel keeping on 
a mammoth scale, to the purchase and sale of 
Stephen, the dealing in liquors and lotteries, and 
the running of billiard tables. We were very 
much concerned to see what became of Stephen, 
after we saw his name figuring so conspicuously in 
the report. It seems that after having been shod, 
and clad and fed and doctored for a while, he at 
: last iPent into the City Treasury, and came out at 
the right place to liquidate a city debt. What enor- 
mous sums have been expended for liquors and 
cigars, for bread and meat and groceries, for fur- 
niture and tapestry, and above all, for building the 
elegant Capitol Hotel! It would make your head 
swim to look over the figures. We doulit if the 
Emperor Napoleon III, with all his gigantic ira- 
! perial power, could set up hotel-keeping in F ranee, 
at the public expense, without endangering the 
stability of his throne. Where, in all republican 
America, is an example to be found to compare 
with this wonderful feat of our city dads? They 
. have built unto themselves an imperishable mon- 
| ument to perpetuate their famous deeds. There 
' it stands, “grand gloomy and peculiar;” a sub- 
! lime example of the wisdom of the officials who 
' devised it, and the submission of the people upon 
whom the burden is imposed. 

The wonder only is, in looking over the long 
account, that no sums appear to have been ex- 
pended for amusements for the people and the 
City governors. Why was it that no sapient head 
suggested the idea of establishing a circus or 
menagerie at the public cost and for the public 
benefit? The power which could build and equip 
a tavern, own Stephen, run lotteries and billards 
and ball and bar rooms, oould surely have pur- ! 
chased a few lions and monkeys, and equipped an 
e (uestrian troupe. Besides, there are very many 
utrful things which our complacent rules have 
failed to perform, for which they should be held to 
account at the bar of publio opinion. Why, in 
the name of reason, was it that they did not set 
up a dry goods store, while they were providing 
spirits for the people? Why not a livery stable 
to go hand in band with the tavern? Why not 
a grist and saw mill to furnish bread and lumber? 
But, above all, why not erect a grand temple in 
which to worship the Almighty, at the public ex- 
pense?

Let every citizen in- 
spect It, and those who have heretofore been pro- 
minent in calling forth the report carefully digest 
it; and then if deemed neoessarv let a public meet- 
ing of the citizens be called to take the matter in- 
to consideration and determine what is proper to 
be done under the circumstances. 

Ought not the peoDle to say to the extraor- 
dinary powers which their rulers seem to possess, 
in the expressive language of the old song, “Come 
back, Stephen!” The Kansas question is settled, 
and it is now high time that the people of our lit- 
tle city were looking into their own municipal af- 
fain.

The Mason County Meeting. 

W e published yesterday theproceedings of a large 
meeting of the citizens of Mason county. The 
Maysville Express thus speaks of that meeting, ' 
and we join it in the hope that similar gatherings 
be held in every county in the State. Let the 
j people speak out: 

A large majority of the people of Mason county 
j are strongly pro-slavery in their views, and ar- 
j dently devoted to Southern institutions. They are 
J jealous of all encroachments upon the constitu- 
i tional rights of slave holding States. Tbev are 
prepared to resist every violation of those rights, 
no matter by whom perpetrated. They believe 
all the States are equal, and will agree to nothing 
which looks toward an admission that the slave- 
holding are not the equals of the free States.— 
They believe that Kansas was refused admission 
because its constitution recognized the existence 
I of slavery, and, believing this it is nut strange 
that they promptly responded to a call which 
| asked them to meet and express their views of an 
act which cast reproach upon institutions to which 
| they are attaached, aud insulted a State of which 
they arc justly proud. 

The meeting adopted resolutions expressive of 
the sentiments of a majority of the people of 
Mason county. The people of Kentucky are not 
blind to the attempts now being made to organize 
a new party, which will be composed mainly of 
Black Republicans, and the primary — though 
: seemingly secondary — object of which will be the 
accomplishment of the purposes set forth in the 
platform adopted by tne convention by which 
Fremont was nominated for the Presidency. They 
cannot be insensible that this party is to lie com- 
posed of a coalition in which prominent Kentuck- 
ians will be recognized as leaders. That Crittcu- 
! den and prentice and their co-laborers maybe suc- 
cessful iu including a few of those whose party- 
prejudices control their patriotic impulses, to fol- 
i low them into this new party.it is not improbable; 
j but the calm, thinking, intelligent patriotism of 
th« mass of the people of the State will never al- 
! lowthem to coalesce with Giddings.Hale and their 
| associates, nor permit them to encourage or toler- 
ate those who do. 

This meeting was the result of a spontaneous 
movement of the people of the countv. It origin- 
ated with the people, not with politicians or office 
seekers. It expressed the sentiments of the peo- j 
pie, and politicians nor office seekers cannot change j 
them, nor induce them to recede from the posi- 1 
tion they have deliberately taken. The people are 
masters, and they will not be controlled. 

They will not allow their rights to be trifled I 
with; and those who attempt it will not harm the 
j people, though they may have cause to regret ] 
the consequences of their rashness. The move- 1 
ment inaugurated iu this county will extend ! 
throughout the State. Let fidelity to the south 
be the only test made, and the result will vindicate ! 
the fair fam- of Kentucky, and put to shame those ' 
who now boast that she endorses Crittenden and 
Marshall, and Underwood. The people of this 
county will carry out this movement to a success- 
ful issue; let their example be emulated bv all 
who love the Union, and wish to preserve it by 
maintaning the constitutional rights of the States.

ETThe case of the Commonwealth vs. Richard 
J. Hardesty, indicted for the murder of Washing- 
ton Grubbs, was tried at the late Spring term of 
the Boone Circuit Court, which was held at Bur- 
lington during last week — Judge E. F. Nuttall 
presiding. The most intense interest was mani 
tested in the result of the trial, which lasted dur- 
ing three days; and the opinion and sympathies of 
! the public seemed to preponderate decidedly in 
| favor of the prisoner. 

The offence with which the prisoner was charg- 
I ed, was committed at Beaver, Boone county, on 
the 30th of January last. The public have al- 
ready been apprized of the causes which led to it. 
It appeared front the evidence that on the day 
above mentioned the prisoner had gone to Beaver, 
probably on business; and wus, just before the 
difficulty happened, sekted in a store in the vil- 
lage. The deceased Washington Grubbs, rode up 
called to some one across the street to come over, 
and was preparing to dismount by throwing the 
reins of Ins bridle over a post adjacent to the 
store. Hearing the voice of Grubbs without, 
Hardesty immediately arose and went out, plac- 
ing his right hand, as one witness testified, in his 
pocket and partly drawing a pistol or knife there- 
from, as he went through the door. He then 
turned and walked on the platform in front of the 
store towards the deceased; and when but a few 
feet from deceased asked him, “Wash, what are i 
you going to do about that;” or words to that im- 
port, and almost immediately fired with a revol- ! 
ver, the ball taking effect in the left breast of de- ! 
ceased, just above the nipyle. 

One witness testified that Grubbs drew a pistol 
from his pocket on being addressed by Hardesty, 
and before Hardesty fired; another that he, 
Grubbs, drew no pistol during the difficulty. — 
After deceased had been shot he wheeled his j 
horse and retreated, when Hardesty again fired, 
the second ball not taking effect. Deceased rode 
a few paces down the road, then wheeled his horse 
to return; but reeled and lell from the horse, and 
was m a few minutes a corpse. He did not ; 
speak after the shooting. 

A pistol (Allen revolver) belonging to the de- 
ceased, and loaned with bird shot, was found on 
the ground a few paces from the spot where the 
shooting took place. 

It was proved by the testimony of several wit j 
nesses that threats had been made bv decease! ,
